Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 29.—Presi- 
dent Wilson, opening here today 
his six-day program of speaking 
in the middle west on national 
preparedness, told a throng whicii 
packed Memorial hall that the test 
of national preparedness lay not 
•with congress, but with the youna 
men of the country in their an- 
swer to the call to volunteer, and 
their employers who should op- 
pose no obstacle to free response.

Was Closely Guarded. 


Tlif ]>residrni was closely guarded 
by api)ro.\imatel.y 500 policemen as he 
w-alkcd from the hotel to the hall. The 
intervening space was 
solidly 
packed 
with men and women who cheered as 
he ])assed. 


The arrival of 
tlic 
president 
was 
heralded by a fanfare of trumpets an.l 
the Star Spangled Banner. 
Mrs. AVil- 
son entered first and ivas warmly ap- 
plauded. 
When the president arrived 
the crowd broke into loud cheering. 


As ]Mrs. W51son stepped out on the 
platform tlie band 
played a wedding 
march. 
She smiled broadly. 


President Wilson rose to speak amid 
a,pplause. He declared lie was conscious 
of being a truant from Washington, but 
that he felt it his duty to report to tie 
people on the affairs of the nation. 
He 
added he got more inspiration outsiae 
of Washington than inside it. 


Peace Costs Something. 


'T believe in peace. 
I love peace. 
I 
would not be a true American if I did 
not live peace, but I know that peace 
costs something; that the only way 3^011 
can maintain peace is to enjoy tlie re- 
spect of everybody with whom you deai. 


"There arc otiier counsellors whoso 
sources of counsel is passion. 
It is not 
wise nor possible to guide national poi- 
icy under the influence of passion.

fear.

"I. for my part, have a great en- 
thusiasm for rendering America spirit- 
ually efficient. 
The plans fpr our mil- 
itary efficiency do not provide for a 
great army.

Mrs. Mary Fairfield Jen- 
kins, Pioneer Woman, Dies 
at Age of 93 Years. 


Mrs. Mary Fairfield Jenkins, one of 
the oldest residents of Port Wayne*, Avho 
came to the city in June, 1833, died Sat- 
urday morning at 6 o'clock at the resi- 
dence of a daughter, Mrs. W. L. Carna 
han, 415 East Wayne street. 
She had 
attained the advanced age of 93 years 
Death Avas due to senility and came very 
peacefully. 


For the past tiiree or four years she 
had been in failing health and for the 
past Aveek her condition grew a tritle 
worse 
Deatli, hoAvever, came unexpect- 
edly, as Friday morning Avhen visited 
by her children she seemed to be some- 
Avhat better, although she said that slit 
thought the end Avaa near. 
She slëpti 
well the entire night and Avhen the nurse 
left her at 1 o'clock STturday morning 
she 
was 
resting 
quietly. 
Slie 
never 
awoke from this last sleep and passed 
gently into the eternal sleep. 


Tlïe deceased Avas born in Kennebunk- 
port. Me., September 8, 1823, and came 
to Fort Wayne with her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs; Oliver Fairtield, in 1833. Thcrt 
were no canals or railroads at that timi 
and the family came by boat as far a? 
Toledo and then to Fort Wayne up thf 
Maumee river on a hand-propeiled rivet 
craft; 


Log Cabin on Columbia Street. 


Captain Faii-field settled in a small 
log cabin on Avhat is noAv Columbia 
street, 
between 
Barr 
and 
Clinton 
streets, near the old fort. 
They resid- 
ed here xmtil the ncAv residence on Ber- 
ry street, near Lafayette street, Avas 
finished. 


The deceased was united in marriage 
to James Bayless Hanna, February 22, 
1843, by Rev. Alexander T. Rankin, 
then paetor of the First Presbyterian 
chiirch of which she Avas then a-mem- 
ber.

With 
the 
nearer 
approach 
of 
spring, indications are multiplyinji 
of preparations for active campaign- 
ing on 
the 
various fronts. 
Such 
actual fighting as is going on, how- 
ever, while locaUy important as that 
in France and Belgium, is apparent- 
ly not indicative of the beginning 
as yet of any preparations on a larg-i 
scale. . 


The situation in the Balkans con- 
tinues to excite marked interest and 
there is increasing attention being 
given to developments in connection 
with 
Macedona. 
The 
allies 
for 
their part have nude a new move in 
making a landing on the Kara Burun 
peninsula, near the head of the gulf 
of 
Saloniki, 
occupying the Greek 
fort there. The move seems to have 
been dictated by strategic reasons, it 
being considered undesirable by the 
entente forces to have the port in 
other hands than their own. 


Coihciaentally 
there are revived 
reports that a speedy advance on 
Saloniki is contemplated by the Teu- 
tonic allies and that Turkish forces, 
notably the Gallipoli army, are mov- 
ing to positions where they will be 
ready to. participate in the attack. 


Although it is reported from Ath- 
ens that 
the Italians have deter- 
mined to abandon Durazto, on the 
Albanian coast, owing to difficulties 
presented to its defense, there aie 
reports from southern Albania more 
favorable to the allies. 
Rome has 
advices that Essad Pasha, leader of 
Albanian troops, favorable to the 
entente, has effected a junction with 
the 
Italian 
forces.

"We haA-e at present 3,000,000 men 
under arms," said :Mr. Lloyd George, ac- 
cording to the interviewer, 
"^and 
by 
spring Ave shall have 4,000,000 soldiers, 
solid, fit and avcU equipped. 


"This is a democratic Avar. If it Avas 
not I should liaA-e nothing to do Avith it 
I Avas oppose<l to the last Avar England 
engaged in, but the present 
Avar 
the 
future of democracy in the Avhole Avorld 
is involved. 
It is a flnal struggle be- 
tween military autocracy and political 
liberty, a hideous conflict but one Avhere- 
in Ave shall he victorious. Of that I am 
certain. 
The central empires have lost 
their chance of victory and they know 
it. Great Britain is united for this war 
to such a point that, if there Avere a 
general election, not a single anti-war 
member Avould be elected. 


•^Do not be under any misapprehen- 
sion," Mr. Lloyd George is furtlier quoted 
as saj-ing. ''Great Britain is determined 
to push the Avar to the end. 
Wo may 
make mistakes, but we nevrr give in 
It Avas British stubbornness Avhich over- 
: threw Napoleon, after tAventy years of 
j A»-ar. Our allies then fell away one by 
one and England alone held on. 
This 
- time our allies are as staunch and rcso- 
+ lute as Ave are."

General Stotsenburg, by request, had 
prepared an 
analysis for publication, 
based upon the primary laAV itself in 
conjunction

commission of 
laAV3'ers named by the governor, and 
to AA'hich the three state central com- 
mittees have agreed. 
In preparing the 
summary, some similar articles Avhica 
haA'e appeared in neAvspapers haA e been 
draAvn upon and revised and added to. 
The summary follows: 


The 
primary 
election Avill be held 
March 7, the polls being open in ail 
precincts from 6 a. m. to 0 p. m. 


All parties casting not less than ten 
per cent, of the total vote in the last 
preceding general election Avill partici- 
pate. 
This Avill include the democratic, 
progres.siA^e and republican parties, each 
party having its 
O A V U ballot. 
Demo- 
cratic ballots Avill be on white paper, 
republican on pink paper and. progres- 
sives on 3'elloAv paper. 


Will candidates be required to pay ;i 
fee to have tlic name placed on tho 
ticket? 
Xo, the supreme court having 
decided that this part of the law re- 
quiring a fee is unconstitutional. 
AU 
expenses of the primary election Avill 
be paid from the county treasury, th^ 
same as in general elections. 


For Avhat offices are nominations to 
be made in this primary ? 
Pi-efer^cntial 
votes will bo for president, vice presi- 
dent, United States senator and gover- 
nor; deciding votes Avill be for congress- 
man, joint senator, representatives, dis 
trict and county ticket. 


How 
Avill 
members of the election 
boards be selected? 
Tho election board 
will consist of one inspector, tAvo judge», 
tAvo clerks, tAVo sheriffs and a poll book 
holder for each political party. 
The 
political party that 
cast the largest 
A^ote in the county at the last preceding 
general election for secretary of state 
shall be entitled to name the inspector, 
the party that « s e the next highest 
vote to name one of the judges in each 
precinct, and so on in rotation 
with 
three political parties until all the of- 
ficers are named. Each party Avill name 
a pool book holder and challenger if 
desired. 
Election officials Avill be paid 
$3 a day each by the county, poll book 
holders being paid by the political party 
they serve. 


Will all candidates be nominated by 
the primary?

convention as ahA-ays, excepting only in 
case of governor and United States sen- 
ator, when these nominations have been 
made by a majority A-ote in the prim- 
ary. 
Delegates to the state convention 
Avill be selected by the primary.

delegates to the state 
convention will each party be entitled 
to? 
One delegate for each 200 votes 
and an additional 
delegate for each 
fraction of 100 or more votes for each 
county. 
To determine the number of 
delegates to which each county is en- 
titled, the democrats use the vote cast 
for Senator Benjamin 
Shively. the 
republicans the vote for Ed Jackson 
as candidate for secretary of state, and 


the progressives the vot« of Albert J. 
Beveridge. 
The election commissioners 
apportion the delegates to the units in 
each county. 


Who are the election commissioners? 
The board of election commissioners is 
composed of the county clerk, and two 
others to be appointed by him, one of 
Avhom shall be taken from each of the 
tAvo political parties casting the highest 
number of A-otes in the county tit the 
last general election, who shall be nom- 
inated by the county chairman of said 
parties.

Baseball

The fact that Fort Wayne is to be out of league baseball during 
the coming season is,-of course, to bo regretted, for in addition to the 
entertainment provided by professional baseball there is undoubted 
value in the publicity acquired by a city from its membership in a 
strong professional baseball organization. 
Its name is kept before 
uncounted thousands of newspaper readers daily throughout the sea- 
son and it is thus marked as a live, progressive city. 


Baseball as the national game is the one Ameircan sport which 
has been kept clean and above suspicion. 
It has attracted to its 
ranks many men of high grade, physical, moral and mental. 
It has 
catered more largely than any other sport to the American love of 
clean, lively, healthful contest. Nor is the interest in the game to be 
fairly measured by the attendance at the games, for a multitude of 
those whose duties or whose financial position will not permit of fre- 
quent patronage eargerly inquire each evening "What's the score?'* 
or tium to the baseball page of their favorite newspaper to feast upon 
the Statistics and the gossip and the thrills of the game transmited in 
cold print. 


But it requires cash as well as patriotism and personal interest 
to operate a baseball team in the modem league, and it is no secret 
that the past few seasons have not been money-makers for the Fort 
Wayne team-owners. 
They have had enthusiastic supporters, but 
not enough of them. 
Until revived local interest, then, promises 
something more substantial in the way of financial return, nobody is 
willing to assume the monetary risk and Fort Wayne lovers of base- 
ball will be forced to content themselves with the amateur brand of 
leir favorit^ amusement. That there will be plenty of that there is 
_ 
doubt, and that Fort Wayne's absence from professipnal ranks 
will not be a protracted one is equally sure. It is certain to "come 
back."

DRAPER IS JITNEY'S PAPA^GOT HXB IDEA 
IN PHOENIX. 


This is the original Los Angeles jit- 
ney, which L. P. Draper, shown at right, 
ran 145,000 miles before he "quit the 
game." 
His machine is still in com- 
mission and "as good as new," lie says. 


By M. C. Larkin 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 29.—L. P. 
Draper is the jitney's papa. He began 
twistinjr the wheel of a "jit'< in Los An- 
geles, June, 1914. 


"1 got the idea while in Phoenix, 
Ariz.," explained Draper, "where the 
jitney business really began. During a 
car strike in that city in 1914 owners 
of automobiles hauled pedestrians as an 
accommodation; then someone got the 
idea of charging fares. Thus a thriving 
business began. 


"I was selling automobile trucks at 
the time. 
Returning to Los Angeles I 
decided to try out the Phoenix scheme. 
I wheeled out my faithful 'Tin Lizzie,' 
stuck a sign on the windshield and be- 
gan carrying passengers over a three- 
mile haul for a five-cent fare. The plan 
worked great. 
In a short time I was 
doing 
a 
remarkable 
business. 
Other 
owners of small cars saw the success of 
my venture and in a month Los Angeles 
was alive with jitneys. 
Nobody -jpas 
more surprised than myself at the rapid 
growth of this business. 
In less than 
a year it had become an industry with 
organizations in practically every large 
city in the country." 


Draper is no longer a Jitneyist. This 
man who started the industry is out of 
the game. He is now driving a truck. 


"I could see the beginning of the 
end," he said, "so I got out. The five- 
cent bus is doomed. 
But the jitney 
will remain" in a different form. A big 
car and a long haul—that is the future 
of the jitney. The haul, however, should 
not be too long. Ten to 50 mile jour- 
neys will reap the largest patronage. 
Of course, the fare will be more than a 
nickel. The disadvantage of a long haul 
is that passengers become tired of the 
ride, while on a haul of less than 10 
miles they object to more than a five- 
cent fare." 
- Draper drove a jitney just 15 month« 
to a day. 
In that time he reaped a 
net profit of $1,000 on an investment of 
$600. He was never arrested for violat- 
ing a traffic ordinance, although prac- 
tically every other driver in the city 
was. He had but one accident during 
his entire jitney career—a slight col- 
lision with another machine in which 
no one w^as hurt. 
' 


WISE LABOR LEADERSHIP 


(Indianapolis Star). 


Industrial efficiency consists largely 
in avoidance of friction, not only in the 
machinery of physical operation, but 
also in the machinery of the hunfan or- 
ganism. 


There are types of employers and of 
walking delegates for employers and of 
superintendents and of chairmen of the 
board, who fancy that industrial suc- 
e«tK lies along the line of fights with 
i/heir employes and the expenditure of 
immense suias to keep their workmen 
cowed. 


There is a,type of labor 
agitator 
whose food and raiment 
are 
derived 
from' plunging "workers into disastrous 
fights with their employers and crip- 
pling the plants from which their "live- 
lihood is obtained. 


Each of these classes is an enemy to 
society and traitor to the cause it pro- 
fesses to serve. Both survive by reason 
of the ignorance and viciou^ess éof the 
employers or the employes whom they 
deceive. 


Some manufacturers think that the 
manager who can 
shriek the loudest 
against organized labor is the wisest 
man for their purposes. 
Some toilers 
thinlc that true leadership in labor lead- 
ers is measured by the vehemence with 
which a national presiCent or an organ- 
izer can and will denounce capital. 


As industry becomes enlightened and 
wisdom grows, the fire-eater is coming 
to be recognized on both sides for the 
ruffi^an and disturber that he is; so that 
the ideal arrangement is seen more and 
more to be that condition where labor 
and capital, with sane and farsighted 
leadership on both sides, get on with 
the minimum of bitterness and friction 
and with the maximum of peace, pros- 
perity and good will, 


A splendid example of statesmanlike 
and constructive leadership is that just" 
put foi'ward in the mining field by 
President White of the mine workers' 
union. The calamity of a strike Is 
averted and vast earnings of both the 
owners and the men are saved from 
loss. 


It is a red letter day In the history 
of industry when such an example of 
wisdom and restraint on the part of 
labor is put before the embattled em- 
ployers. 
It is an ominous moment for 


labor when leaders of Mr. White's type 
are displaced for some roughneck who 
is at hopeless disadvantage in a con- 
Itroversy with the fine gentlemen of the 
boards of directors 
and their shrew, 
highly salaried lawyers.

The term of the recorder's office is four 
years, and when the present incumbent 
completes his term he will have served 
four full> years. That is as many yeaid 
as a two-term county treasurer, sheriff 
or prosecuting attorney serves. 
The 
'precedent and imwritten law of the Al- 
len county democracy have been and 
are two terms in tlie two-yea? officer 
and one. term in the four-year offices. 
You will have to go back a great many 
years to find an instance of exception 


to this usage 
and 
precedent of onr - 
county democracy, save in the case of 
the judicial offices. 


I am making no complaint that such 
an argument is made use of against 
me, but it is only fair to the democratic " 
voters of the county t h a t t h e precise 
fact of the two-term precedent should 
be made clear. 


The incucibent of a four-year omc« 
has no ground 
upon 
Avhich to restât 
complaint against the rule. He enjoys, 
not only as long tenure as an official 
who is twice elected to a two-year office, 
but has the advantage that he is obliged • 
to go through but one campaign to gain 
his term of four years, whereas the in- 
cumbents of those offices with the short-^ 
er terms must be at the labor and e ^ 
pense of two canvasses. 


I believe, 
and a great host of my 
friends believe, that in this primary I • 
deserve a substantial recognition at the 
hands of our party. If^ you believe m'y 
character as a citizen, my fitness and

All of the hands are noc 
those of men; some of them are the 
hands of women and little children. 
Many of the hands are old and wrinkled 
and stained from years of toil in tic 
great hat factories of the town 
that 
make headgear for the millions. Many 
of the hands held put In this great plea 
for the generosity of labor are those 
of persons who had nothing directly to 
do with the strike against the D. 
E. 
Loewe company 14 years ago, which led 
up to a court judgment 
of 
$252,000 
against 
180 memWs of the hatters' 
unión and the attachment of their bank 
savings and their 125 homes in which 
600 perspns live. 


The Loewe company 
accused the 
union hatters of violating the Sherman 
antirtrust law because certain agents of 
the United Hatters had urged the pur- 
chase of hats with union labels. 


Practically all of them 
are facing 
ruin, many of them the poorhouse, for 
their homes represent the great bulk of 
their saving! of years.

Eflorts are being made, wc under- 
stand, by those financially interested in 
continuing the liquor traffic in the Fifth 
M ard. to make it appear that it is unfair 
to th<' saloonkeepers and their bartenu- 
er.s to ai>k them to move their places of 
businc.ss from the Fifth ward. 


I'-very saloonkeeper knows that the 
law i.'ves the citizens a right to exclude 
the saloons from their ward, if they »o 
desire 
The siiloonkeepers obtained li- 
censes to do business in this ward for 
one year ~ not for an eternal privilege. 
\\"Jieu the year is up they must ask for 
the privilege for another year. 
If they 
did not wish to continue their business, 
we could not force thein to do so, but 
if the business proved unprofitable here, 
they would move out, even though wq 
should perish from thirst. 
It is a poor 
ruhi (hat does not work both ways. 


By signing this petition wc are sim- 
])ly saying to the commissioners that it 
is oui' desire that the further granting of 
permissions to sell liquor in this ward be 
denied. 
We are not asking the saloon- 
keepers to move out imtil their licenses 
expii-e. 
Wc are being fair to them bv 
sayinj; in advance that at the expiration 
of their present privile.ge we do not ..de- 
sire to extend this privilege. 
Wo are 
not asking them to go out of business, 
but to move their business out of thi« 
residence ward. 


The commissioners have served notitvT 
on tin; liqiun- dealers that they will not 
grant any more transfers to move a sa- 
loon into a residence district. 
It is a 
wise policy. 
Wo don't want the saloon 
where we raise our families. 


if communities having no saloons in 
their sections of the city are to be pro 
tected from having saloons move in, m;: 
certainly should not be deprived the 
right of' asking the saloons in our midst 
to move out. We ivill stick to our agres- 
ment, however, and allow them to stay 
until their present licenses expire. 
We 
could bv an option election get rid of all 
within 90 days, but they had the promise 
of a A ear's business, so we will abide by 
that "flgrcement. This gives them time 
to find a new locj^tion for their business. 


There arc several questions that should 
be considered by the voter: 
Are saloons 
desirable in residence districts? 
Is our 
property made more or less valuable by 
the presence of the saloons? 
Arc our 
boys and girls better oil' with *aloons in 
tlie neighborhood ? Are we to be denied 
the privilege extended to Lakeside, For- 
est Park, and other parts of the city? 
Arc wo to be denied the right to ask the 
commissioners to protect oin homes the 
same as they have promised to protect 
the homes oi other resident parts of the 
city ? 
To be denied this right or to De 
intimidated from cxercising this right by 
the liciuor forces, who profess such loy- 
alty to personal liberty, is the height o£ 
absurdity. 


The saloon forces know that any at- 
tempt to coerce or intimidate the, voters 
would result in their own destruction. 
A local option election could be held and 
men could vote as they picas,ed. 
That 
vote would not be favorable to the liquor 
traflic, if they sought to pre\*ent an un- 
biased expression by this petition. They 
have not been overcautious about law 
obedience. 
Any imdevlianded work on 
their part would bring the wrath of tho 
public upon their heads. 


We believe that the liquor interests 
are seeking to use organized labor as ihe,^ 
catspaw to draw their chestnuts out of 
tile fire. "^Vc have too much faith in the 
good aenae of the labor organizations t.i 
believe that they can bo thus dragged 
into this controversy. 
Organized labor 
has done much and can do still more. But 
we feel sure that it is up to every man, 
whethet union o'* non-union, to decido 
foV him.sclf whether or not he wants sa- 
loon.s in Ilia fiart of the city. We believe • 
furthermore that organized labor w^l! i 
resent anv attempt of tiie liquor forces ' 
to ue.e it to force saloons on people Avho • 
no longer desire them. Lot every voter

healers instead of killers of men. 


The 
train 
arrived. 
"Hoch 
der 
Schweitz!" shouted 18 carloads of Ger- 
man boys. They were nearfy all boys— 
not strong, healthy boys ready to re- 
commencc life's struggle, but one-legged 
boys. 
For the "grands blesses" (great- 
ly wounded) are chosen to be returned 
to their native land because they can- 
not light again, can never work again, 
to any good, and must be fed. 


Switzerland 
does this work of ex- 
change. 
Tliey ship train loads of Ger- 
man wounded prisoners back to 
their 
"homes with the consent of the French 
government and send an equal number 
of French wounded prisoners back to 
France with Germany's permission, 
in 
exchange. 
The only advantage is to 
have the men at home instead of in 
foreign prisons. 
The surest quarantee 
of inability to fight, is the lack of a 
leg. 
So the train load Avas mostly of 
one-legged men. 


The 
flags 
straightened ou£ in the 
wind of the train, and a deep, joyous 
welcome came from the thousands of 
throats of the sanest people in Europe, 
the Swiss. 
From the train came the 
answer,' "Hoch der Schweitz!" And then 
they broke into the song "Liebe Hei- 
mat" (dear home).

Switzerland is French,

As it occurs in this region, the eclipse 
has not a great scientiiic vahio, but ob- 
servations will be made of the time of 
contact, or tangency, of tlie sun and 
moon to determine the relative po.si- 
tions of the bodies at tho time and cor- 
recting the tables of their motions. For 
this purpose photographs of the sun 
will be taken. 


The eclipse begins at 10:11:23:4 a. m 
and ends at 22 minutes 52.0 seconds af- 
ter noon, eastern standard time. The 
maximum obscuration of tlie sun will 
be somewhat less than four-tenths.

When he is graduated he w«ill be 
taken into the. office and given that 
training that will fit him to take 
ehafge of the entire plant of his un- 
cle, J. Ogden Armour, who intends 
to retire-and place the young man in 
his boots. 


Railroad 
presidents 
often 
have 
placed their sons as wipers in the 
roundhouses so they might know ev- 
erything of railroading from firing 
an engine up to being general super- 
intendent; many 
owners 
of 
steel 
mills have started their sons as com- 
mon laborers and it has been a gen- 
' 
eral rule among millioaaires to give 
their sons a taste of real work be- 
fore giving them a mahogany desk 
In the front office, but Philip D. Ar- 
mour III. has had the hardest task 
of all. 


To be an engine wiper in a round- 
house is not such a bad task when 
one realizes that at the end of his 
probation he will be placed in a very 
lucrative 
position 
and eventually 
Inherit charge of the entire business,, 
but becoming a common yard hand 
and having to work in pig,pens and 
in the slaughter house is quite an- 
other thing.

When the cows are herded out- 
side on the platform of the killing 
room, a gate is closed so that they 
cannot retreat.

As each cow enters 
and is barred in, the butcher strikes 
it in the temple with a sledge. As it 
falls Tinconscious or dead the floor 
is automatically lifted and the car- 
cass thrown out into the next room. 
There the animal is chained by the 


That smell of sweating beasts and' 
of blood had nauseated him and left 
him half sick. 
But when the whis-- 
tie again Blew he was back at his 
work determined that no matter how 
unpleasant it was that if his future 
was to be pork 
packing 
he would 
now undergo the trials of his men 
so that in the future 4ie might not 
call upon anyonfe to perform a task 
that he was not both willing and 
capable of doing. 
From the yards 
he went through certain experience 
of the butcher learned how much 


0 
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legs and lifted to a pulley. The first 
process is the bleeding 
and after 
that the carcass proceeds from room 
to 
room and 
fioor 
to floor, each 
butcher performing just one partic- 
ular duty and sending it on to the 
next until the carcass arrives at the 
cold storage room, ready for ship- 
ment. 


Such a sight is to say the least 
not pleasant to a young man of sensi- 
tive breeding and gentle system.

become 
brutal from their very experience in 
killing cattle. . 


So that such an experience would 
not have an elevating influence on 
a youth. Again in the sheep killing 
rooms one butcher holds the animal 
while the other cuts its throat and 
the two then 
squeeze 
the carcass 
with 
their 
heavy 
boots until the 
blood has flown out. 
Again a sight 
that is not to the edification of a 
youth. 


Yet all of this was planned ^by J. 
Ogden Armour with a purpose. 
He 
wanted the youth to learn that the 
life of a butcher is not the most 
pleasant one in the yards and that 
cattle killing may at certain times 
have a bad effect on them mentally 
and physically. 
It often has been 
the case of a butcher to go insane 
•from his brutal occupation and his 
constant connection with killing ani- 
mals.

On the first day Phil Armour was 
glad when the whistle blew at noon 
giving him a half hour respjte from

He had no appetite for his lunch 
that day or for many days to come. 


waste there is on each animal, what 
is done with it, how to make sausage, 
how to make the proper cuts, and 
the science of storing meet until it 
is aged to the proper degree. 


Then it seems jis the work of af- 
fording him experience was started 
all over again for he was placed 
back in the yards to judge cattle. 


He was taught just what are the 
Qualities of cattle and hogs that are 
fit for 
slaughter 
and what cattle 
must be sold back as stockers and 
feeders. 
He learned how to judge 
a cow that might have tuberculosis 
or the hoof-and-mouth disease.. 


Each morning he arose at 5, cook- 
ed his own breakfast, filled his din- 
ner pall and caught a street car to 
the stock yards. At the yards he re- 
moved his plain garments and put on 
those used in the Jens.' 
Before he 
became an employe of his uncle it 
was his understanding with the 
man and other bosses that he was 
to be called by an assumed name. 


No one was to know that he was 
an owner and he was to be. bossed 
about as if he were a mere 95-a-week 
laborer; 
The plan ly^orked admir- 
ably. 
Although the foreman took a 
great liking to the young Armour 
he treated him with studied severi- 
ty. Young Armour may never know 
it, l>ut this foreman was specially 
instructed by J. Ogden Armour to 
treat the-boy with severity and see 
that he did every task well or up- 
braid him for not doing It. 


Armour recently has been taken 
into the office and given a clerical 
job; 
He has started from the bot- 
tom in the office just as he did'In 
the yards and it seems that It will be 
years before he learns the business 
In its-entirety.

Of his experience he recently said: 
"The ordeal through which I have 
gone has convinced me that a man 
must depend almost solely upon the 
honesty and Integrity of his em- 
ployes. : These men have worked

If I am ever 
president I shall realize what great 
efforts they are making. 


"It is not the general superinten- 
dent or even the president who is the 
real fdrce in such a big Industry, 
but It is the man who does his work 
and does it well, who feels pride In 
what he dpes and works regardless 


of the clock and often of hours. 


"As far as my experience is con- 
cerned I feel that is one every young 
man 
should 
undergo. 
If he is to 
eventually 
become 
manager of a 
firm it seems his duty to work from 
the bottom up so that he is familiar 
with every branch of the work. 
No 
man unfamiliar with the conduct of 
a great plant can ever properly, man- 
age it. I have seen cases of depart- 
ment stol-e managers trying to lun 
newspapers but they were miserable 
failures because they tried to con- 
duct the business of a newspaper on 
the same basis with the department 
store. 
They wrote nice letters to 
the 
editors 
and 
repprters telling 
them how much politeness over the 
telephone counted 
in 
building up,, 
department'' store 
trade, but they 
didn't know a blessed thing about 
the newspaper business and never 
will, perhaps. 


"I have seen men in the work here 
who were not familiar 
with how 
the yards are conducted. 
They are 
men making $50 to $100 a week but 
they don't know whether hogs arc 
shot or choked to death. 
» "I believe that every young man 
on leaving college should seek hum- 
ble work. He should not ask immedi- 
ately. for 
an 
office 
job 
on the 


strength of his education or his af- 
filiations. 
If he has a chosen pro- 
fession or avocation he should com- 
mence right at the bottom and he 
will have less trouble working vhi» 
way up than if he had started right 
in as a departm'ent head. In the lat- 
ter case even if he became the pres- 
ident of a great firm he would find 
himself in a hopeless tangle-head of 
a million dollar 
firm 
and yet not 
knowing where the office bov dump- 
ed the waste paper baskets.- .. 
. : 


"I have not only profited by iny 
experience in the yards, but also by 
the clerical work in the office. 
I 
am not ambitious 
to be advanced 
more quickly than I deserve. I have 
derived a wealth of experience from 
my adventures and I am more eager 
than ever to learn every branch of 
the work." 


So young 
Armour 
is struggling 
away at present in the office of hi» 
uncle's firm. He has been raised to 
$10 a week.

Louis D. Brandeis, of Boston, by President Wilson, to the vavancy on 
the United States supreme bench, is going to precipitate a lively tight 
in the senate against confirmation of the nominee. There is no gain- 
saying Mr. Brandeis' high standing or his conspicuous ability as a 
lawyer, and such objection as is made to him for the place will arise 
from his supposed radicalism and forceful advocacy rather than hi 
judicial poise; that his views on'any subject are pronounced to the 
point of extreme, and that in consequence he would be unfitted to 
pass exact judgment on any matter in which interests which he has 
opposed might be involved. It is predicted in some quarters that 
shall shortly see a parallel to the situation in President Cleveland' 
time when the senate refused confirmation of the nomination of W. P 
Hornblower, of New York, to the supreme bench.

Are we to be denied the. right to ask the 
commissioners to protect our homes the 
same as they have promised to protect 
the homes of other resident parts of the 
city I To be denied this right or to DC 
intimidated from exercising this right by 
the liquor forces, who profess such loy- 
ally to personal liberty, is the height o{ 
absurdity. 


The saloon forces know that any at- 


tempt: to coerce or intimidate the voters 
would result in their own destruction. 
A local option election could be held anfl 
men could vote as they plcas,cd. 
That 


vote would not be favorable, to the liquor 
traffic, if they sought to prevent an un- 
biased expresbioii by this petition. They 
have not been overcautious about law 
obedience. 
Any mulct handed work on 


their part would bring the wrath of the 
public upon their heads.

He was taught just what are the 


qualities of cattle and hogs that are 
fit for 
slaughter 
and what cattle 


must be sold back as stackers and 
feeders. 
He learned how to judge 


a cow that might have tuberculosis 
or the hoof-and-mouth disease. 


Each morning he arose at 5. cook- 


ed his own breakfast, filled his din- 
ner pail and caught a street car to 
the stock yards. At the yards he re- 
moved his plain garments and put on 
those used in the pens. 
Before he 


became an employe of his uncle it 
was his. understanding with the fore- 
man and other bosses that he was 
to be called by an assumed name. 


No one was to know that he was 


an owner and he was to be bossed 
about as if he were a mere So-a-week 
laborer. 
The plan worked admir- 


ably. Although the foreman took a 
great liking to the young Armour 
he treated him with studied severi- 
ty. Young Armour may never know 
it. but this foreman was specially 
instructed by J. Ogden Armour to 
treat the boy with severity and see 
that 'he did every task well or up- 
braid him for not doing it. 


Armour recently has been taken 


into the office and given a clerical 
job. He has started from the bot- 
tom in the office just as he did in 
the yards and it seems that, it will be 
years before he learns the business 
in its entirety.

They are 
men making 550 to ?100 a werk hut 
they don't, know whether hogs are 
shot, or choked to death. 


"I bflievr. that every ynunc man 


on leaving col'.esr should sec-k luim- 
ble work. He should not ask ir.miedi- 
'ately 
for an 
office 
job on the 


strength of his education or his af- 
filiations. If he has a chosen pro- 
fession or avocation he should com- 
mence, right at the bottom and be 
will have less trouble working hi» 
way up than if lie had started right 
in as a department, head. In the lat- 
ter case even if he became the pres- 
ident of a great firm lie would find 
himself in a hopeless tangle-head of 
a million dollar firm and yet not 
knowing where the ofSce boy dump- 
ed the waste paper baskets.

with one adult male. There 
are 


known cases in which two or thres 
adult males have been seen in .one 
family, but each one having his cwn 
wives and 
children. In such an 


event there seems to be one who is 
supreme. This fact suggests the idea- 
that among them a form of patri- 
archal government prevails. Tha 
wives and children do not appar- 
ently question the authority of th« 
patriarch or rebel against it. The 
male parent often 
plays with his 


children and Is seemingly fond of 
them. 


These and other phases of ape 


character are being delved into for 
the benefit of the vaudeville man- 
egcrs. and, incidentally, the patronf 
of 
their theaters. They want to 


learn if (be attack on Mrs. McDon- 
nall and her sister was an unusual 
occurrence or whether a similar at- 
tack is likely.
